Just at the close of the |
morning scssion Scnator Thompson re- |
marked that what he had heard fitted !
into the ldeas which he had been form-
ing gradually as to home rule in .\'eW|
York.

“We have heard,” he said, “a great|
deal about the burdens that have been |
laid upon New York in the way of in-|
creased taxes, and coupled with this a
great deal about rule. Now 1|
want to say that it i® about time some
one pointed out to this ¢ity the situation |
arising from the fact that New \'nrk‘

home

does not avall iteelf of a number of
sources of revenue that might materialiyy
reduce its tax burden.” l

Great Wante Charged,

He then went on to say that testimony
offered to the committee had dieclosed
& largs amount of officlal oversight. He |
sald the discrimination in trucking rates |
on the municipal ferries between Man- |
hattan and Staten Island and Manhat-
tan and South Brooklyn had occasioned
& great deal of correspoislence, confined
argely 1o asscrtions by city officlals
that they were about to do something.

Senator Thompson said the committee
had figured out that the city had wasted |
310t less than £1,000,000 in the employ-
ment of officials and stenographers, in
postage stamps and stationery, to in-
form sStaten Islanders that something
was going to be done. He sald the tax |
lovy would have been greatly reduced if |
something had been done, |

From the question of Staten Island
ferry rates he proceeded two the dis- |
closure that the Hrooklyn Rapld Tran-
sit pays the city nothing for the use of |
the Brooklyn Bridge and wipes out its |
franchise tax in Hrooklyn by the deduc- |
tion of bridge charges.

Areribed to Home Rule,

“Now all this waste of c¢ity time and
funds has been accomplished,” said the
Senator, “without any outside interfer-
ence. It iz all a product of the home
rule, for an extension of which New
York & clamoring. There ig at least
$3,000,000 which might have been saved.
What the amount wasted would be if
New York had home rule we hesitate to
conjecture."

One of the Brooklyn witnesses sald
that Brooklyn residents had to go to
Albany to find out what was being done
in their city., This prompted Senator
Laweon of Brooklyn, a member of the
committee, to say

“New York is no more ripe for home
rule to-day than it was ten years ago,
and it will not be for ten yvears to come,
untll it gets a body of city pfficlals who
are responsive to the wishes of the peo-
ple.” {

Investigation by the committee after
the adjournment Wednesday afternoon
showed that Justice Gaynor was not
without warrant in 1907 when he as-
sumed that the transit company did pay
a special franchise tax for the privilege
of using the city's tracks and equip- |
ment on the Brooklyn Bridge. (ommis- |
sloner of Bridges F., J. H. Kracke had
told the committee that no special fran- |
chigse tax was assessed for the use of |
the bridge and that the tolle for cars
and rentals wers unjustly deducted
from the amount of the special franchise
tax for the use of Hrooklyn streets.
A reading of Justice Gaynor's opinion
declding that the transit company had a
right to do this gave the impression that
he had assumed without warrant that a
epecial franchise tax was laid for using
the bridge.

It now appears that during the prog-
ress of the litigation J. Edgar Leay-
craft, a member of the State Board of
Tax Commissioners, made an afdavit in
which he sald the Commissioners, in
making their assessment for the special
franchise tax to be pald by the rallroad,
did include the Brooklyn Bridge in its
estimute of what the company should
pay.

The committee will meet again to-day.
